THERE IS NO 

VIOLENCE IN SIGHT. 

When I arrived in Iné@ianola on thea 
fame train with. Inspector Fitzgcrald last 
Sunday I began looking around for ei- 
dences. of the aroused condition of the 
pepulace. An arousing almost equal to 
an uprising had been indicated by some of 
the reports sent out. Hed not an ex- 
military gentleman in another part ot Mu- 
sissippi. wired to an official in Indianola: 
“Count on me for 600 men if vou want to 
fight it out!” Had not the statement 
gone forth from Washington that the res- 
ignation of Mrs. Cox had been demanded by 
“the lawless element of Ind@tanola! Had 
we not the precedents of Lake City, 8. G., 
and of Pickens, Miss.,.to judge by? Had 
we not read in many newspapers that the 
race .prodlem in the South e a firebrand; 
itching for ths nder to touch it off? 

One must unlearn some things in Mis- 
sissippi. President Roosevelt spent tee 
days in this state last November on the

Sunflower river, sixty miles below this 
town, studying the condition of the. delta 
bear. 

“It is a great pity,”’ says Robert P. 
Miller, a wealthy planter, president of the 
Planters’ Mercantile Co of Indianola, 
“that the President could not have put in 
his time studying ths condition of the 
delta negro. If he had spent five days 
here, among our people and among the 
negroes on my plantations or the planta. 
tions of other men around here. my opin- 
ion is that he would not have suspended 
our postoffice. I believe the President 
would have learned some things as to how 
we treat the negro, now the negro stands 
in relation to us and what. the negr 
thinks of us. that would have altered his 
opinion—the northern opinion—of the race 
problem in the Yazoo-Missiasippi delta.“ 

The mystery of the Indianola incident, 
up to this date, appears to lie in the man- 
ner whereby President Roosevelt received 
his information as to intimidation. and 
threatened violence to the negro woman 
postmastocr.

“I have neg-oes that have been with me 
for 20 years, ever since I became a plant- 
er. Ask th»m what they think of me. 
Ask any negro laborer in this delta what 
he thinks of his employer. They will say 
that he treats thom well. 

“We are the natural protectors of these 
negroes, and we all get along well to- 
gether. Whan we have plenty of negroes 
we have planty of cotton; plenty of cot- 
ton, plenty of prosperity.’ 

Dr. Martin, state senator, and one of 
Minnie Cox's bondsmen, said that the ne- 
gro does not desire or expect social equal- 
ity. 

“When you are told that our negroes 
want to be cn the same footing with the 
whites you are Being misinformed. That 
element does not enter into the race ques- 
tion here. The negroes do not want to 
rule us. That idea, if held by anybody, 
is foolish. They know their place.“

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Henry Funk's Dream of Cap- 
turing a Herd Realized. 


HE ALSO WON A wiIDOW 


YEARS AGO HE SET HIMSELF 
THESE TWO GREAT TASKS. 


Story of the Raid Through Oregon 
Mountains, in Which 1500 
Horses Were Captured by 
His Frontiersmen. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MACON, Mo., Jan. 10.—Heury Funk 
years ago set himseif two tasks: 

1. Capture a herd of wiid horses. 

2. Win a woman's neart. 

A few weeks ago he unloaded 4 wild 
horses at Atlanta., Mo., and 1580 at Dan- 
Ville, lll. He had captured them in Ure- 
gon. 

Christmas Eve he was married at Craw- 
fordevilie, Ind., to Mrs. Georgia Queenan, 
a young widow, at the home of her par- 
ent, Mr. aud Mrs. George Nelicst. 

He has inaialled Georgia as’ mistress of 
his farm of the Big Meadows, at Atiania, 
where he told the story of his wild horse 
adventures, and refused to tell the detalls 
of hia oourtship. 

Mr. Funk comes from Danville, III., and 
still owns a farm there. 

The story of what he terms the last 
great round-up of the West, was told by 
Mr. Funk, as follows: 


By HENRY FUNK. 
„It had been a dream of my boyhood days 
to round-up and subdue a great band of 
wild horses. The desire came to me like 
the wild longing to be Indian fighters or 
pistol-girdied pirates comes to boys of 
greater ambitions. The cowboy and his 
ever-present lariat was the one being bon 
earth I envied. I was then living in Dan- 
ville, Il. 
„Ten years ago I ran onto a little scrap 
of information that stirred me. A Danville 


banker had been in Oregon, prospecting for 


gold. Finally he acquired control of some 


extensive mines there, and became pretty 
well posted about the country. He learned 
that in 1862 a Wisconsin man, a Mr. Fer- 
guson, had brought to Oregon a band of 


‘Morgans and Copper Bottoms—an excellent 
' breed of horses—and turned them out on the 


range in Eagle Valley, in the northeastern 
part of the state. From time to time Fer- 
guson secured new blood from the East 
and kept the herd up, but finally they be- 
came so numerous and wild that they defied 
all efforts at capture. 
“at the time I learned of this it was esti- 
mated that several thousand of these ani- 
mals were funning at large in the moun- 
tains. 
Rounding Up 

His Cowboys. 

“I kept these horses in mind through all 
the years, but until this fall I had no op- 
portunity to put into execution my pet pro- 
ject. In looking over the various states of 
the union I selected Missouri as the best 
for stock raising purposes. After getting 
my Shelby County farm into shape I began 
mapping out the campaign. The first thing 
was to secure a thoroughly capable staff 
of cowboys and frontiermen. I had learned 
that hitherto the attempts to carrol the an- 
mals had been failures for lack of organized 
effort. A horse or two was captured here 
and there, but no numbers of any conse- 
quence gathered in. To understand the dif- 
ficult# of our undertaking you must know 
that a really wild horse is the most timid

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of animals. No deer on the plains has a 
keener vision or scent than a horse that 
has never felt a halter around its neck, or 
become habituated to the presence of man. 
Then they were in the mountain fastnesses, 
where they followed rocky tra'ls winding 
around over chasms that had no bottoms 
apparently. A miss‘ep of his horse and 
there was nothing else for the rider this 
side of where the angels dwell. 


The company of riders to undertake this 
hazard was patiently got together from the 
four-quarters of the earth. Some of them 
were of the ~ = Rider regiment that 
had experienced ard service in Cuba.

The sta was made 
from Goose Creek in Baker County. When 
we got into the. mountains we fixed up a 
corral. Then we divided up into small 
groups and scattered out. We rode high 
above the storm clouds and when we got 
in site of the horses. we would ride around 
and baffle them. so they. in eluding us, 
would descerd to the valleys, where the 
men ‘there would chase them into the cor- 


ral. 

The band would decrease in size as they 
descended like a snowhall. few wou'd 
be added here and others there as the 
eutriders circie4 around them. until on 
reaching the plain there would be from 
100 to 150 run in the corral. Sometimes we 
would be awav from the camp two or three 
davs at a time, when the chase led us 
h unewnected difficulties, 

Wonderful Intelligence 

of the Wild Horses. 

There I learned with greater clearness 
why so many attempts to round up these 
horses had proven unavailing, They 
seemed to exercise an almost human in- 
stinct in selecting treacherous paths for 
their escapes. No hard-pressed Indian. 
could have led his hunters through more 
dangerous defiles or down .steeper hills 
than did these wild horses of Oregon. 

In several instances a leader displayed 
such sa nay and good genera iship in di- 
recting his followers out of the meshes, 
that a M mounted cowboy would be 
sent around to flank and shoot him, else 
there was danger of losing the whole 
bunch. It was a pity. too, ause these 
leaders were generally among the best of 
the lot. The chase exceeded all my fondest 
dreams; in fact, it had more elements of 
risk in it an I had imagined, but the 
reward was commensurate. 

Bm gee 4 we rounded up and safely 
corra! a few over 1600, out of which we 
selected 650 of as fine specimens of horse- 
flesh as this country produces. I sold one 
mare out of the lot for $175 before she had 
made the acquaintance of even a halter. 

Many of these were of what le known 
as the ‘Circle L.“ A here by this name 
was captured from this herd three years 
ago, and, after demonstrating his wonder- 
ful ability as a runner, left the West for 
Europe for a consideration of $3000," and 
has since been sold over there at a much 
greater figure. 

“The Uregonians said the round-up was 
the greatest in the history of their state, 
and they complimented the boys highly for 
the way they accomp?.shed their work. 
Each man received $10 per day during the 
time he was out, which was said to be the 
top-notch price for such service, but such 
men are worth eyery cent of it. They 
are practically in the saddle all the time, 
and don't seem know the meaning of 
the word fatigue. The mountain air 
makes a man feel like a giant, and under 
its influence he can accomplish wonders. 

“On the road to Missouri an incident

NEW YORK, Jan. 10.—Awaiting only the 
approbation of Congress, the International 
Coffee Trust, which is seeking to control 
the world’s output of coffee, is rapidly or- 
ganizing. A treaty signed by the United 
States and the Central and South American 
countries will be formulated, whereby the 
output of the coffee producing countries 
may be curtailed so as to satiefy only 
the actual needs of the consuming coun- 
tries. A surplus of 3,000,000 sacks will be 
held in reserve in case the supply agreed 
upon is not adequate. 

This treaty was decided upon as the 
best means of establ shing the trust when 
the International Coffee Congress met in 
this city. Thirteen countries were repre- 
sented, including the United States and Por- 
to Rico. 

Parcy B. O'’Bullivan, president ef the 
New York Coffee Exchange, who repre- 
penta the United States in the formation 
of the proposed treaty. said today:

Mr. Heyman is a member of a commit- | 
tee of six appointed Jan. 6 by the great 
single statehood convention at Oklahoma 
City to go to Washington and urge the 
passage of the Nelson bill for the admis- 
sion of the two territories as one state. 

With him is Col. Roy Hoffmann of 
Chandler, O. T., another delegate appoint- 
ed by the convertion. The others are C. 
B. Ames of Oklahoma City, W. H. 
Trudgeon of Purcell, I. T., W. H. Ledhet- 
ter of Ardmore, I. T.. and C. E. Castle 
of Wagoner, I. T., who will go. to Wash- 
ington early this week. 

“The single statehood convention, "” ‘said 
Mr. Heyman, “was the greatest’ ever held 
in the two territories. There were 3000 dele- 
gates present, from both territories; and 
the enthustasm in favog of a’ single state 
was overwhelming. 

“The best citizenship of the toriés 
was represented by e de They 
represented the highest commercial, edu- 
cational and fraternal interests of each ter- 
ritory.

CARS HAVE FEW ACCIDENTS. 


George F. Parker, World’s Fair Resi- 
dent Agent, Talks of Modes of 
Travel in the World’s 
Metropolis. 


In London, metropolis of the world, with 
6,500,000 inhabitants, and five times as 
many modes of street transit as St. Louis 
has, fewer persons are killed and injured 
proportionately than in St. Louls, with a 
population considerably less than a mil- 
lion. 

This is true despite the fact that in Lon- 
don conditions are more difficult to guar- 
antee safety of life and limb than in the 
World’s Fair city, because of narrower 
strésts and thoroughfares, and a greater 
centralization of business districts. 

Such is the sum total of observations 
by George F. Parker, London resident 
representative of the World's Fair, who 
ia spending two weeks in St. Louis on 
official business. ’ 

The Londoner lives just as far from 
his business as the St. Louisan and in 
most instancts farther. He gets to work 
about as quickly in the morning, and 
reaches home in the evening about as rap- 
idly. 

If there is a mctormen’s strike or block- 
ade he does not worry. He has half a 
dozen modes of reaching his office or 
workship, while the St. Louisan has but 
one, the trolley car. 

The Londoner can resort to omnibus, 
cab, hansom, train, electric car, tram- 
way, undorground train, or the tuppenny“ 
tube. | 

With all these varied processes of loco- 
motion at his command there is no rea- 
son why he should be belated at his daily 
task because of vagaries peculiar to, trolley 
systems with which the St. Louis public 
is familiar. He travels just as cheaply 
and in most instances more cheaply than 
the World's Fair populace. 

And, best of all, his life is not in con- 
stant jeopardy, either as a passenger or 
as a pedestrian. 

They value lives in London. 

When accidents occur in which people 
are killed or injured, investigations follow 
which result in the blame being definitely 
placed somewhere. Such matters even get 
before the grave and august Parliament. 
This regard for common safety extends 
to all classes and is one of the prédominant 
characteristics of the-British nation. 

Mr. Parker is an American and is con- 
versant with the habits and customs of 
both peoples. He has resided in London for 
ten years, having been attached to the 
consular service at Birmingham before his 
appointment to the present post. 


LONDONER’S CHOICE. 

“When a Londoner leaves his home in 
the morning,” said Mr. Parker, “he may 
afford himself choice of half a dozen modes 
of covering the ground before ha returns 
at night. 

He may catch a train on ons of the dozen 
great trunk railways which traverse the 
United Kingdom, and get to the very heart 
of the metropolis in a jiffy. Alighting at 
one of the large central stations iike Pad- 
dington, Victoria, London Bridge or the 
like, he makes a choice. 

“Tf he’s in a hurry, a cab or hansom will 
vhisk him to his office for a shilling. 
Should time not be so precious, he may 
mount an omnibus and ride to work fur 
two cents a mile. 

“London proper has 4.500, 00 souls. Great - 
er London has 6,500,000. All these human 
‘cings mus: tu carried, and it taxes every 
method possible. 

“The steam railways alone carry more 
persons to and from business dally than 
the combined el@tric systems do in St. 
Louls. They exercise the highest iegard 
for the welfare of the public. The state- 
ment has been made that in 1991 not @ 
passenger was killed on all the railway sys- 
tems of the kingdom. 

London hus obhout 8000 omnibuses and 
20,000 cabs, propelled by horses. Omnibus 
lines traverse the streets in every direc- 
tion—north, south, east, west—and diagon- 
ally as well. There is no part of the city 
where they do not penetrate. The fare is 
two cents a mile. There are no transfers, 
but several of the omnibus routes are 30 
miles long. The average rate of speed is 
five or six miles an hour.

HE parasite, which is only a small 
fraction of an inch long and thinner

The resulting symptoms are a pronounced 


lassitude, due to the impoverishment of 


the system. There are other symptoms, 
especially in the advanced stages of the 
disease—a high fever, delirium and most 
of the symptoms of severe typhoid. The 
malady has sometimes been fatal, though 
it may run on for years, apparently, with- 
out reaching an acute stage. a 

It is sometimes called the tunnel disease 
because the rarasite lives much in the 
ground. The first epidemic of it on record 
was at the time, the St. Gothard tunnel 
in Switzerland was being built in 1880. 
Thousands of workmen on the tunnel died 
from the disease.

For thé automobilist, whose average 
speed is 35 miles an hour, something is 
needed that can be read in a fraction of a 
recond. It is found by experiment that the 
lettering of the cyclist sign posts is illegi- 
ble to a person passing along the road at a 
pace swifter than 19 miles an hour. 

Moreover the cyclist posts are in such 
comparative proximity to the object of 
danger or condition of the road, in regard 
to which warning is given, that in many 
cases the motorman has no time to act up- 
on the information and take the requisite 
precautions. 

To obviate this the technical committee 
of the Automotile Club has adopted a 
system of posters, already tcsted in the 
Austrian Tyrol, and which proved extreme- 


ly useful during th® motor car race from 
Paris to Vienna. ~ 

The Austrian system, as developed and 
improved by the French technical commit- 
tee, consists of ic different signa made of 
castiron posts and indicators tearing con- 
ventional symbols a foot wide and a foot 
and a half long. They are to be placed a 
quarter of a mile distant from the objects 
warned against.

In 
the Adirondacks are hundreds of consump- 
tives, leading the open-air life. In Colo- 
rado, in Arizona, in California, consump- 
tives are profiting by the open-air cure. 
And in Indiana the treatment is amaz- 
ingly successful, as has been said. 

Of course St. Moritz, in Switzerland, is 
the most famous place for the cure. It is 
not only an invalids’ resort, but a fashion- 
able one as well. The great skating carni- 
vais of Europe are held there. Every safe- 
guard is taken to prevent infection.

Drugs and medicines falling, 
he determined to try tie out-of-door life. 
For many months he kept in the open, 
usually sleeping. en the ground», When it 
rained too hard he took refuge in a barn,’, 
which shelt2red him from the rain, but 
where he still could get fresh air, He did 
not sleep in a house until be was absolutely 
cured, 

Francis Coloni of Marion County is not 
yet completely cured, but has made vast: 
strides towards perfect health. Last win- 
ter the -physicians came to the conclusion 
that he would not live another year. He 
tried many doctors and more remedies than 
he can remember. Before he started on 
an overland trip in a wagon, which he is 
sure will completely restore his health, 
Coloni said: 

“I was in a pretty bad way a year ago. 
I was rapidly losing weight, and I had 
many hemorrhages. Instead of growing 
better in the spring I became worse. Last 
May I weighed 100 pounds, my heart action 
was weak and irregular, and hemorrhage 
followed hemorrhage.

It is the scarcity of a coin that makes it valuable to the numismatist.

But the work of the coin collector has done another thing which is of far 
greater value to the world at large than the simple increasing of the price of a 


few old coins. 


Through the impetus they have given the in@ustry—for it has come to be an 


industry—lost history has been revealed. 


The coins that reveal this history are 


known as the Greco-Indian coins, which have given to the world tle names of some 
dozen or more of the lieutenants of Alexander the Great who divided his empire up 


among themselves after his death. 


N speaking of the value of old and rere 
coins, one thing. must be borne in 
mind, namely, ther is no arbitrary 

value for any old ‘com. A rare coin is 
worth just exactly. what it will bring in 
the open market.

“There is very little class distinction in 
Caracas, as some of the best families have 
intermarried in years past with negroes, 
Indians gand natives of the West Indies.

But the climate of 
Caracas has a great deal to do with mak-

Today the Daughter of the 
Royal Race Horse Salvator 
Staggers Under the Weigh 
of a Cowboy Rider, Goaded 
With Cruel Spurs.

N A ranch in the northern part of California, staggering under the weight of 

a cowboy rider and goaded with cruel spurs, is a daughter of Salvator, the 
royal racehorse, the winner of $150,000. 5 

e lives under the ban of the “gypsy curse” put upon her by her former owners. 


Her name 1s Sally Sensible. 


At the stable door are the ghosts of old racetrack 


troubles, suspensions, fines, failures and deaths, which have been attributed by the, 


superstitious to this “gypsy curse.” 


When her name is mentioned old racegoers ask each other if she is not responsible 
for the suspension of Tommy Butler and “Skeets” Martin, the jockeys, and if the 
failure of Prince Poniatowski’s horses may not be traced to this cause. 

And especially they ask themselves if this ill-famed mare is not indirectly respon- 
sible for the death of Mr. and Mrs. Charles L. Fair, who owned her at the time of 


their death near Paris. 
Nobody would bet on her at the last. 


* 
On the racetrack she was a meteor which 


would flare away at the start, only to die off at the finish. 

And so it was that condemned by the touts, execrated by the betting men, and 
ignored by the bookmakers, Sally Sensible, queenly in blood and breeding, was sold 
to an up-state rancher to lead the life of a horse slave for only $200. 

Day by day, with the iron of a Mexican curb wounding her mouth and the rowels 
of Mexican spurs raking her ribs, she rounds up cattle in the sagebrush and chases 
low-born steers through the mesquite and grease wood. 


N THE side of her dam Sally Sen- 
sible traces her blood to the unbeat- 
en Sensation, bred at Rancho del 

Faso. 

There is something pathetic in the down- 
fall of this descendant of equine kings and 
queens. No doubt that in the monotonous 
routine of her daily drudgery, far from the 
scene of her former glories, she sometimes 
hears the shrill call of the bugle, the crash 
of bands, the surf-like roar of the betting- 
ring, the sharp commands of the starter 
and the thunder of rushing hoofs.

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S THERE life on the moon? 

The text books say no, but Gaston 
Hauet, a prominent Parisian astrono- 
mer, says yes. 

Recent. observations by this celebrated 
investigator have shown h!m what he be- 
lieves to be vegetation on_the moon. This 
presupposes an atmosphe and the possi- 
bility of still higher forms of life. 

As the most powerful telescope in the 
world brings the moon to within an equiva- 
lent of only 250 miles from the earth, and 
life cannot. be discerned on the earth from 
three miles above it, the difficulty of ob- 
servation is evident. Yet M. Hauct has 
achieved some remarkable resuits. He be- 
gan his observations eight years ago and he 
has just announced his conclusions to the 
Astronomical Society of France 

In the dark region which occupies the 
upper part of the full moon, and represents 
the profile of a woman, there is, he says, a 
large crater discernable with a feld glass, 
and known as the crater of Copernicus, 
The region surrounding this extinct volcano 
has often attracted the attention of astron- 
omers on count of its physical pecullari- 
ties. 

Here M. Hauet noticed through his tele- 
scope one night spots of a grayish hue dif- 
ferent from anything ever seen on the 
moon. Repeater observations of different 
periods proved that these Bpots were per- 
manent in form and position, akhougn 
slightly varfable in colon 

m however, followed a regu- 

nh after the first quarter 
nicus firet receives the 
* sing plunged in darkness 
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for the space of 15 earthly days, which 
compose the lunar night or winter; the 
spots darken as the sun shines upon them, 
during the 15 earthly days of a lunar day 


or summer, and when they disappear short- 


ly after the full moon, the deep, smoky hue 
is unmistakable. 

The shape of these spots is irregular,” 
says: Mr. Hauet. The two principal ones 
are oval and are surrounded by a brilliant 
white rampart, from the base of which 
twisting branches spring, extending to a 
considerable distance. To the west of the 
two spots is a larger one, resembling the 
head of a bear with opened jaw. There 
are in all 21 of these spots in the region of 
Copernicus. 

“Their color is a strange smoky black, 
which is not found anywhere else on the 
surface of the moon, This color seems to 
vary with the lighting of the moon—that 
is, the height of the sun in the lunar sky. 
They are more visible and more marked in 
hue at the full moon than when they first 
come out of the lunar night. At first they 
can ecarcely be seen, but the smoky tone 
gradually increases until it Is unmistak- 
able.“ 

It is known that during the lunar winter, 
which occurs 12 times in every earthly vee~ 
the side of the moon turned from tne sun 
is exposed to cold far greater than that 
of the earth's poles, since the moon, if not 
totally bereft of atmosphere, has at all 
events so little that it cannot retain the 
heat previously received. 

Similiarly, in the 12 annual summers, the 
moon is scorched by an intense heat, since 
atmosphere does not mitigate the ardor of 
the sun's rays, as on earth. It was there- 


fore not illogical to conelude that this re- 


gion, pale and lifelese at the end of the 


: 


winter, was awakened by verdure ripening 
as during an earthly season, but more 
rapidly, and was fully flourishing when 
sunless winter came again to deal death. 

The question was to know if it would be 
possible for vegetation to exist, which 
meant that the moon had an atmosphere, 
however rarified. 

The main reasons advanced for declaring 
the moon to be absolutely deprived of at- 
mosphere are four, No clouds are observ- 
able, and these would necessarily result 
from the evaporation of water, which would 
not take place save in an atmosphere. 
There is no twilight glow observable on the 
moon,: a sharp line separating the illumin- 
ated part from the dark, and the natural 
consequence of atmosphere would be to 
soften the line. 

When the moon passes before a star the 
exact moment of the occultation is observ- 
able, whereas the contrary occurs with a 
planet with an atmosphere like Mars, the 
star seeming visible after it has really dis- 
appeared behind the border of the planet, 
and seeming to reappear when it is really 
invisible. 

It is by this same law of atmospheric 
refraction that the sun appears to hang 
a motionles# red ball on the western hort 
zon. The sun has really set, but its 
semblance remains, reflected by the earth- 
ly atmosphere, and the slowness of sunrise 
is caused by the sun's image appearing in 
the atmosphere before the earth has turned 
sufficiently to bring ite actual mass into 
view. The fourth argument, accepted as 
the most conclusive, is the fact that the 
presence of an atmosphere is not revealed 
by spectral analysis of the moon.

However, none of these conditions is ab- 
solute. 

The volume of existing water might be 
so diminished that evaporation would be in- 
significant, and hence the absence of clouds 
might be explained. Effects of twilight, 
though rare, have occasionally been ob- 
served on the lunar mountains when so 
turned that neither sun rays nor reflected 
light ffom the earth could reach them. 

There are twenty-seven well-authenti- 
cated cases of oecultations where evidences 
of atmosphere were seen by the star or 
planet being refracted after its eclipse and 
before its reappearance. As for the spectral 
analysis, it is evident that if the atmos- 
phere exists at all, it is exceedingly rari- 
fied, and it might be so rare that all the 
spectroscope would not reveal its pres- 
ence, It might also be of a different chem- 
ical nature from ours. The resources of 
nature are sufficiently great on the one 
planet, the earth, to indicate greater possi- 
bilities elsewhere. 

That physical changes still oceur on the 
surface of ie moon is pow established, 
A crater three miles in dlameter suddenly 
appeared a quarter of a century ago in a 
region carefully studied in every detail 
only a few months before, when a volcano 
was not suspected on that particular point. 
Another crater nearly five miles across 
vanishes and reappears at odd intervals, al- 
though astronomers are not yet sure wheth- 
er this Is the result of physical convulsions 


known to have changed form during the 
last century, for maps showing every 
change of the transformation are extant. 

Camille Flammarion, the first modern 
apostle of the plurality of inhabited worlds, 
has long fought for the possibilities of 
vestiges of lunar life still being in exist- 
ence. He says on this subject: 

“Sincere interpretation of the facts does 
not allow one, as is often the case, to 
declare that there is absolutely no at- 
mogphere, and therefore no water, on the 
moon. I have often observed, notably in 
the convulsed region north of Hyginus, 
a variable gray tint which, if u be not 
a mere optical effect, might be produced 
either by mist or by Vegetation. .More- 
over, I have frequently had the impression 
of twilight in observing the vast western 
plane of the Sea of Serenity, on the sixth 
day of the lunar cycle. 


“On several occasions M. Trouvelot bds 


noticed certain aspects watch seem to in- 
dicate the presence of vapor, especially a 
reddish glow, which deprived the lunar to- 
pography of its usual clearnesas..

E. Duekworth is pastor. This was placed 
by Wallace D. Simmons, president of the 
Simmons Hardware Co. It is in memory 
of Mr. Simmons’ sister Lulie. The window 
was made by a New York artist named 
Schladermundt, who did much of the work 
in the Congressional Hbrary in Washing- 
ton. A novelty in connection with this 
window is the manner in which it is light- 
ed. In the daytime the light comes down a 
shaft and is refiected by the wall against 
the window. At night the lighting is ef- 
fected by 6 electric globes back of the 
window. 

The principal figure is of an angel with 
outstretched wings and uplifted arms. The 
angel stands in the midst of a field of flow- 
ers that stretches back to a high mountain. 
Back of the mountain is a sky. 
Let the peace of God rule 
in your heart end be ye thankful.” 


The title of the picture is A Benedic- 
on.“ Its chief strength lies in its 
simplicity. The biending and, con- 


trasting of its rich colors touch the super- 
lative in beautiful eff<ctiveness. 

The window is in three parts, and of 
such generous size as to give ample scope 
to the artist. The cost of the window is 
not even known to Dr. Duckworth. It was 
no small sum. 

Probably as fine a serics of Munich style 
windows as have been put in place in a 
western church in recent years is that in 
St. Teresa's Catholic Church, at Grand ave- 
nue and North Market street. E. F. Kerwin 
supplied these windows. There are 17. 
None cost less than $300.
